UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
Nov. 23—By unanimous vote of 
the 60-nation Political Commit- 
tee, President Eisenhower's 
atoms-for-peace program today | 
was placed “under the aegis of | 
the United Nations” as the Pres- | 
ident proposed last Dec. 8 in of- 
fering the scheme for promoting 
peaceful uses for atomic energy 
through international co-opera- 
tion. 

The proposal was approved 
after Russia tried without suc- 
cess to write into the plan a 
provision making decisions of 
the proposed international atomic 
agency subject to the big power 
veto. 

The five Soviet bloc nations 
supported the Russian move and 
12 nations, mostly Asians and 
Arabs, abstained. All delega- 
tions approved the plan in its 
entirety after the amendments 
were defeated. 

Following are the main points 
of the plan as approved. 

It gives United Nations ap- 
proval to the establishment of 
an international agency to fur- 
ther the peaceful uses of atomic 
energy. 

It calls upon the United Na- 
tions Secretary General to ar- 
range for an international ‘sci- 
entific conference on the peace- 
ful uses of atomic energy before 
August. 

It leaves for further negotia- 
tion the relationship between 
the proposed agency and the 
United Nations. 

Second Unanimous Vote. 

Today's vtee was. the second 
unanimous vote for acfiow on 
matters concerning atom power 
during the current General As- 
sembly session. The Soviet) 
Union and satellites joined nee 
viously in adopting a resolution | 
for resumption in secret sessions 
of disarmament “talks contem- 
plating abolition of atom and 
hydrogen bombs. 

Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., chief 
of the United States delegation, 
expressed his gratification. 

“The high plane on which it 
(the atomic proposal) has been 
treated has been a credit to the 
governments whose representa- 


contributed, I believe, signif- 
icantly to the prestige of the 
United Nations,” Lodge said. 

“As we all know, one of the 
main purposes of the United 
Nations is, in the words of the 
charter, ‘to serve as a center 
for harmonizing.’ Whenever we 
can pass anything by unanimous 
vote, we can feel that the Unit- 
ed Nations has to that extent 
been successful, because it has 
actually been a center for har- 
monizing. 

Good for Mankind. 

“Of course, in this case we 
have been unanimous about 
something which is very big and 
which will bring enormous good 
to mankind. 

“It has been a privilege to 
have had a part in this great 
venture and to have worked in 
partnership with you to put it 
into effect. 

“May the decisions we have 
just taken mark the start of 
what President Eisenhower re- 
ferred to as ‘a new approach to 
the many difficult problems 
that must be solved in both 
private and public conversations 
if the world is to shake off the 
inertia imposed by fear and is 
to make positive progress to- 
wards peace.” 

Under the Eisenhower plan, 
the proposed world agency 
would collect, produce and dis- 
tribute nuclear materials for the 
benefit of areas without nuclear 
assets.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (UP) 
— Charles E. Bohlen, United 
States Ambassador to Russia, re- 
turns here today from Moscow 
for a major review of United 
States strategy for dealing with 
a possibly long period of uneasy 
but peaceful coexistence with | 
Communism. 

Bohlen’s first-hand report on 
new developments behind the 
Iron Curtain was expected to 
emphasize that the free world 
must place heavy new attention 
on an economic offensive to 
counter the lure of Communism. 


He will meet during the next 
two weeks with President Eisen- 
hower, Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, other top Ameri- 
ean officials, and some Con- 
gressmen. 

Bohlen’s reports in advance 
of his arrival have indicated a 
“new look” in the Soviet Union 
that points away from the pros- 
pect of war and poses a new 
challenge for the United States 
and its allies. 

The new Kremlin attitude 
traces to (1) growing realization 
of the horrors of atomic-hydro- 
gen war; (2) a drive to pay more 
attention to internal problems, 
including a better standard of 
living for the Russian people 
and (3) the growing military and 
diplomatic power of the free 
world. 

Subversion by Red agents out- 
side Soviet borders will con- 
tinue, and perhaps increase. 
Trouble could develop if the 
West lets its defense guard 
down,

Among its members are Deputy 
Premier M. O. Pervukhin and 
Andrei Gromyka, another dep- 
uty foreign minister who once 
held Vishinsky’s job as chief So-

The Soviet Embassy in Lon- 
don announced that Malik, Rus- 
sian Ambassador to Britain, will 
take over temporarily as head 
of the Soviet U.N. delegation. 
Malik, who has previously serv 
at the international organization 
headquarters, left London by 
plane tonight.

In other words Humphrey 
threw out the new idea that if 
Brazil, for example, wishes to 
attract United States investment 
it could waive its right to tax 
income on private United States 
enterprises in Brazil—and the 
United States also would waive 
its income taxes, And the United 
States firms thus would operate 
in Brazil without paying any 
income taxes at all. 

Latin American reaction to 
this suggestion was mixed. In 
the first place it was pointed 
out: it was only a suggestion— 
and, like the Randall Commis- 
sion report and other nice | 
sounding words, would have to 
come up against the cold reali- | 
ties of congressional action. In 
the second place the complete | 
waiving of income taxes for a 
period on United States business 
activities abroad would deprive 
underdeveloped countries of rev- 
enue they badly need for their 
own development, 

Humphrey made it clear, how- 
ever, that Latin American na- 
tions could expect little in the | 
form of government-to-govern- 
ment capital from the United 
States. His emphasis was. on 
free private enterprise through- 
out, including Export Import 
bank loans to finance purchases 
in the United States and the tax 
waiver scheme, but specifically 
not including any new bank for 
developmental capital to be 
drawn on by Latin American 
governments. 

Such a new bank is high on 
the hope list of Latin Americans 
here along with a scheme for 
stabilizing prices of raw materi- 
als which they sell to the United 
States. Humphrey met these 
ideas with smiling silence. 

The United States attitude is 
that price stabilization has not 
worked in United States agri- 
culture and would work less 
well tn international economic 
affairs.

FOR NOT ACTING 


UN NOMINATIONS 


Asks Why Confirma- 
tions of Officials Are 
Held Up When There 
Is No Real or Deep 


Controversy. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP) 
~President Eisenhower chided 
the Democrats today for holding 
‘' up action on some of his nomi- 
nations. He told his press con- 
ference he did not think it 
serves the country’s interests to 
defer confirmation of key ap- 
pointees when there is no real 
or deep controversy over them. 

Mr. Eisenhower was asked for 
comment on the Democrats’ de- 
cision to put over until the next 
session, when they will control 
Congress, Senate consideration 
of any potentjally controversial 
appointments. 

One of the nominations de- 
layed is that of John Marshall 
Harlan to be a supreme court 
justice. .The failure to fill this 
vacancy prompted the supreme 
court yesterday to postpone its 
scheduled argumefits next month 
on how to put into effect its de- 
cision striking down public 
school segregation. 

Questions Delay. 

Mr. Eisenhower said when 
there is legitimate controversy 
. he can understand why an ap- 
pointment would be held up, but 
the business of government must 
go on. 

When there is not a real or 
deep difference of opinion, the 
President continued, he thinks 
the Senate would best serve the 
country’s interest by taking 
prompt action. 

Ignoring Mr. Eisenhower's 
wishes, the Senate Judiciary 
Committee refused today to take 
action on the Harlan nomina- 
tion. 

Chairman Langer (Rep., N.D) 
said the group voted “unani- 
mously to delay any action un- 
til January,” upholding a previ- 
out decision by a _ three-man 
judiciary subcommittee to take 
‘ho action in the pending Sen- 
ate session. 

Senator Olin D. Johnston 
(Dem.), South Carolina, told re- 
porters afterward that “a num- 
ber of Senators want a full hear- 
ing on the Harlan nomination.” 

Asked specifically about delay 
on two nominations -to the 
Atomic Energy Commission, the 
President said that would have 
to be worked out in the Senate. 
He said he did not know exactly 
. why the nominations were being 
~ delayed. 

On other subjects: 

Bipartisan Conferences — The 
President said he is looking for- 
ward to conferences with the 
Democrats, who will control the 
new session of Congress, but 
that he still does not know just 
what the mechanics will be and 
how frequently such meetings 
will be held. He said he will 
seek opportunity to find out 
whether he and the Democratic 
leaders are in agreement on va- 
rious matters, but that each 
case will have to be decided on 
its merits. 

In response to a question, he 
said he does not contemplate 
anything so formidable, as he 
put it, as last December’s three- 
day conference with the chair- 
men of congressional commit- 
tees. 

Segregation — The President 
said he understands the Su- 
preme Court is trying to find 
some sort of decentralized proc- 
ess for ordering race integra- 
tion in the public schools. . He 
believes the court, when making 
its final ruling, will take into 
consideration the emotional and 
practical problems involved in 
ending segregation. He does not 
believe the court will be arbi- 
trary. 

His statement on some sort of 
decentralized process seemed to 
indicate enforcement of the 
court’s final desegregation order 
might be left to regional author- 
ities — perhaps to federal dis- 
trict courts.

FOR HOSPITAL ON TV 


Discussion of Treatment of 
Mentally-Ill in Interest 
of St. Vincent’s. 


New methods of treatment for 
mentally-ill persons were dis- 
cussed last night on a program 
held in furtherance of St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital campaign for 
$2,400,000 to build a new clinic 
and rehabilitate the old build- 
ing. 

The program was held at the 
Park Plaza Hotel, and part of it 
was televised over Post-Dispatch 
Station KSD-TV and also Sta- 
tion KWK-TV. 

Entitled “The Empty Chair,” 
the television presentation in- 
cluded the introduction of ‘an 
elderly woman whose condition 
was once considered hopeless 
but who became well at St. 
Vincent’s. 

Dr. William B. Lytton dis- 
cussed the case history of the 
former mental patient, now liv- 
ing in California, Before physi- 
cal disturbances caused her mind 
to become affected, she was a 
brilliant and successful woman. 

Participating in the program, 
which included a dinner meeting 
at the hotel, were Auxiliary 
Bishop Leo C. Byrne; Rabbi 
Ephraim Epstein, a member of 
the hospital advisory committee, 
and the Rev. Stephen M. Pronko, 
minister of Brentwood Congre- 
gational Church.

The President should be au- 
thorized, C.E.D. said, to reduce 
import duties by up to 5 per cent

flushed and he pounded the 
table for emphasis. 


He recalled that most college 
commencement addresses usuai- 
ly ‘contained a thought about 
keeping one’s head in the clouds 
and one’s feet on the ground. 
He went on to say that the cold 
war was a struggle between the 
Christian faith and atheism and 
noted ¢hat our ancestors had 
written in the Declaration of In- 
dependence that all men were 
endowed by their Creator with 
certain rights. This, he observed, 
showed that ours is a civiliza- 
tion based on Christian beliefs, 
whose ideals should animate us. 


On the other hand, he con- 
tinued, many of us are not made 
up entirely of noble qualities 
and this must be taken into con- 
sideration. 

If anyone thinks we can be in 
a better position by going it 
alone and being weak, he as- 
serted, he disagreed with them— 
we must be strong and we are 
going to be strong. 

Stand on Big 4 Talks. 


Asked about Premier Mendes- 
France’s proposal for a Big Four 
conference with Russia in Paris 
in May, the President said a full 
discussion of our foreign policy 
would be made by Secretary 
Dulles in Chicago on Monday 
but he. could say this: 

1. The London and Paris 
Treaties incorporating Western 
Germany in the defense alli- 

ance must first be ratified. 

2. There should be evidence 
—he later said promise—that 
the conference would be real- 
ly fruitful. 

3. There must be time for 
adequate preparation. 

On the last named point, he 
said there would be no virtue in 
holding a new ad hoc meeting 
which the Russians could use for 
propaganda. 

As to evidence of Russian 
good faith, he said he could not 
be specific as to what would be 
done. He recalled, however, that 
in a speech he had been fairly 
definite when he suggested that 
the“ Russians could show good 
faith by coming to an agreement 
with the free world on an Aus- 
trian treaty. He said they would 
not have to accept all provisions 
of the treaty as now written.

Asked whether he thought the 
Big Four gathering should be 
on a Foreign Ministers or heads 
of state level, he replied he 
could not say at this time al- 
though he could not conceive 
of an initial meeting of heads 
of states.

Big American Army Maneuvers 
Put Strain on Reich People 


Military Tries to Keep Damage at a Mini- 
mum and Ill-Feeling Seems 
Astonishly Low.

SCHWAEBISCH GMUEND, 
Germany, Nov. 23 — A large- 
scale maneuver, such as exer- 
cise “West Wind” by the United 
States Army’s Seventh Corps 
here, inevitably puts a heavy 
strain on the good will of the 
local people. 

The strain is understandably 
increased when it occurs in a 
period of national transition 
such as Germany is undergoing 
at the present, a sort of no 
man’s land between occupation 
and partnership. It is increased 
still further when the maneuver 
takes place in a region crowded 
with small cities and villages 
and where every available acre 
is under cultivation. 

Damage at Minimum. 

Under these circumstances, it 
is heartening fe report that the 

‘Army itself takes every con- 
ceivable precaution to keep 
damage at a minimum, and that 
the amount of ill-feeling among 
the German residents seems 
astonishingly low. 

The farmer who finds two 
tanks bogged down in his pas- 
ture is going to be annoyed. The 
salesman whose rounds are com- 
plicated by impassable roads 
will complain. The man and 
wife whose house quite literally 
tumbled down around them as 
they slept when a heavy tank 
retriever overturned and struck 
the building will not be too 
friendly as they recover in the 
hospital, and the fact that three 
United States soldiers ‘were 
burned to death in the same ac- 
cident will be no comfort. 

But, by and large, the efforts, 
particularly by illustrated week- 
lies, to whip up local feeling 
seem to have had little effect. 
The man in the street under- 
stands that troops that are un- 
trained are useless and Ger- 
many requires the protection 
that the presence of NATO sol- 
diers, including those of the 
United States, affords. 

United States soldiers and of- 
ficers in the course of “West 
Wind” and in other maneuvers 
in Germany are under strict 
orders to avoid damage where 
possible. A prohibition against 
cross-country travel except in 
special circumstances puts an 
unreal premium on possession 
of the highways — a premium 
that would not exist in actual 


combat.

There is also a more import- 
ant balm for injured feelings. In 
the single year ending last June 
30 the United States Army in 
Germany authorized ‘the pay- 
ment of some $1,300,000 damages 


on more than 30,000 individual. 


claims. These payments come, 
for the time being, from “occu- 
pation costs,” the amounts pro- 
vided by the German govern- 
ment for the support of Allied 
troops. 

Initial investigation of claims 
is done by Germans and the ac- 
tual checks are drawn and de- 
livered by Germans. United 
States authorities must give 
their appréval. They can make 


their own inguiries and reduce 
an award if they feel the action 
is justified. Germans have 90 
days to file their original claims.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP) ‘ 


—The Supreme Court, in a 
broadly worded decision, said 
yesterday federal and state 
legislators have “‘well-nigh con- 
clusive powers” to combat the 
problem of blighted areas. | 

Speaking for a wuhanimous 
court, Justice Douglas said that 
in wiping out slum areas, prop- 
erty may be taken which is it- 
self “innocuous and unoffené- 
ing.” It is not the funetion of | 
the courts to consider redeveélop- | 
ment projects on a piécemeal 
basis—lot by lot and building 
by building, Douglas said. 

“Subject to specific constitu- 
tional limitations,” his opinion 
said, “‘when the legislature has 
spoken the public interest has 
been declared in terms well- 
nigh conclusive.” 

In effect, Douglas said the 
Supreme Court will not inter- 
fere if there is a fulfillment of 
the constitutional requirement 


Legislature Is Guardian. 
In the slum clearance case, 
Justice Douglas said the Legis-

The Court spoke in upholding

“The concept of the public 
welfare is broad and inclusive. 
The values it represents are spir- 
itual as well as physical, aesthetic 
as well as monetary. It is within 
the power of the legislature to 
determine that the community 
should be beautiful as well as 
healthy, spacious as well as clean, 
well-balanced as well as carefully 
patrolled. 

+ Effect of Bad Conditions. 

“Miserable and disreputable 
housing conditions may do more 
than spread disease and crime 
and immorality.- They may also 
suffocate the spirit by reducing 
the people who live there to the 
status of cattle... . , They may’ 
also be an ugly sore, a blight on 
the community which robs it of 
charm, which makes it a place 
from which men turn. The misery 
of housing may despoil a com- 
munity as an open sewer may 
ruin a river.” 

As for the objection to selling 
condemned property to private 
developers, Douglas said: 

“The means of executing a 
project are for Congress and 
Congress alone to determine, 
once the public purpose has 
been established. 

“The public end may be as well 
or better served through an 
agency of private’ enterprise 
than through a department of 
government—or so the congress

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MAYOR APPOINTS

HOUSING NEEDS 


First Attention Is Likely 


to Go to Urban Rede- 
velopment, Especially 
in Mill Creek Valley. 


A 16-man commission to de- 
termine the long-range needs 
for new housing in St. Louis in 
the light of planned develop- 
ments such as expressways and 
other proposals and to develop 
and locate funds to meet those 
needs was named yesterday by 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker. 

When housing needs have 
been determined and methods 
of getting both interim and per- 
manent financing have been 
studied by this Financing Com- 
mission, a second body of citi- 
zens will be named to select 
housing sites to carry out the 
commission's reco ndations. 


While the scope of the com- 
mission’s studies will include all 
types of housing, both private 
and public, its first attention 
probably will be given to urban 
redevelopment, with special em- 
phasis on the Mill Creek Valley 
area, a spokesman for the 
Mayor’s office said. 

This area is scheduled for 
both industrial and residential 
redevelopment. Under this pro- 
gram, the land would be ac- 


quired by the Municipal Land 
Clearance for Redevelopment 
Authority, cleared of most ex- 
isting structures and sold at its 
“use” value to private redevel- 
opers. 

The commission met briefly 
yesterday in the Mayor’s office 
where Mafor Tucker said he 
would name a chairman within 
a few days.

A crowd of diplomats, schol- 
ars and officials: pressed for- 
ward to view it. The witnesses 
had gathered in a shed at the 
base of the pyramid while chant- 
ing workers with pulleys lifted 
the slab, one of 42 forming the 
ceiling of the boat chamber. 
When the slab was pulled away 
they could look down to see the 
front end of the craft nestling 
in the chamber. 


Kamal el Mallakh, the Egyp- 
tian architect who discovered 
the chamber last spring, said the 
boat.is longer than was previous- 
ly believed. The length of thé 
chamber indicated the boat 
would be 110 feet long, but if 
the detached prow was replaced 
the boat would be about 120 
feet long... Similar boats have 
been found-in the past, but Mal- 
lakh said this was the biggest 
and oldest yet discovered. 

Zaki Nour, chief inspector of 
the Giza area, explained that the 
ancient Egyptians’ believed eter- 
nal life to be in the sky and the 
pharaohs frequently chose boats 
as the best means of transport to 
immortal life. 

Disceveries made since the 
finding of the boat now indicate 
Cheops himself died and was 
buried before his boat was 
buried. Nour said quarry mark- 
ings indicate the boat chamber 
was finished by Cheops’s succes- 
sor Dedefra (sometimes called 
Radedef). 

The plans for opening the 
chamber has stirred up a con- 
flict .between some Egyptian 
archeologists and promoters of 
the tourist trade. The objecting 
archeologists protested the cere- 
mony might seriously hamper 
the delicate work of studying the 
boat and that excessive publicity 
was embarrassing to scholars. 

Egypt’s senior archeologist, 
Dr. Ahmed Fakhry, said the 
boat is a welcome discovery, but 
its value has been exaggerated. 

“Such boats have always been 
known to exist around tombs of 
the First Dynasty, hundreds of 
years before Kufu (Cheops),” 
Fakhry said. 

“There are two in the Cairo 
Museum and one in Chicago, 
found in Dahshur, South Sak- 
kara and dating from around 
1900 B.C.” 


NEW YORK MAY 
BAR AUTO HORNS ' 
10 P.M.TO6 A.M. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23 (UP)— 
The city council takes up today 
a bill to outlaw all blowing of 
automobile horns between the 
hours of 10 p.m. and 6 a.m. The 
bi-partisan measure was drawn 
up after Mayor Robert F. Wagner 
expressed concern over the city’s 
constant din. 

Paris, France, which hereto- 
fore held top honors in the horn- 
tooting field, has quieted down 
considerably since passage of a 
law imposing heavy fines on vio- 
lators. 

Herbert Morrison,-former Brit- 
ish Foreign Minister, on his visit 
here last month, told Mayor Wag- 
ner the hush over Paris left New 
York “the noisiest city in the 
world.” 

The anti-horn-tooting-at-night 
bill goes so far as to prohibit 
horn-blowing in an: emergency 
here.

The. United States Government 
today sued Aristotle Socrates 
Onassis, wealthy Greek ship 
owner, and nine others to recov- 
er 16 war surplus ships and. $20,- 
000,000 in profits. 

The suit, filed in United 
States’ district court here, 
charged that the Onassis group 
committed a fraud and misrep- 
resented its citizenship when 
they applied to buy surplus mer- 
chant vessels after World War 
H. Only citizens of the United 
States by law can buy the ships 


from the United “States Mari- | 


time Commission. 

According to the Government, 
the Onassis group was turned 
down in 1947 by the commission 
when it first sought to buy sur- 
plus tankers.. Onassis then ob- 
tained control of United States 
Petroleum Carriers, Inc., and by 
eoncealing the fact that the true 
owners were not American citi- 
zens, was able to buy four tank- 
ers, Xt was said. 

The group got three more 
tankers by getting control of 
another American firm, and nine 
additional war-built vessels by 
setting up Victory Carrers, Inc., 
and misrepresenting citizenship 
of the owners, the suit charged. 

The Government contended 
that the $20,000,000 sought in 


the suit represents the earnings 
on.the 16 vessels. 

The Justice Department al- 
ready has started action to re- 
cover the vessels. 

In addition, Onassis. and his | 
associates have been indicted on 
charges of acquiring the vessels 
fraudulently.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23-—Prob- 
ably no where behind the Iron 
Curtain is there a Communist 


government with a_ shakier 
foundation than that in Hun- 
gary. 


The outside world has known 
this ever since July 1953 when 


Premier Imre Nagy announced 
a series of concessions to the 
miserable populace which he 


called the “new course.” 
It soon became apparent, 
however, that implementation 


of the “new course” posed as 
many problems as it was de- 
signed to cure. Deviation broke 
out in the ranks of both the 
Communist party and the Gov- 
ernment. The people seized the 
advantage resulting from the 
confusion. Within six months, 
220,000 peasants deserted the 
collective farms (more than 50 
per cent of the membership), 
while 25 per cent of the collec- 
tives themselves were dissolved. 


Red Party Split. 


The third party congress of 
the Communists held in May 
1954 reaffirmed the regime's 
intent to carry out the “new 
course.” Early in October, how- 
ever, a meeting of the Commu- 
nist central committee disclosed 
that ideological issues were still 
rending the party. The regime, 
it appeared, was dissatisfied 
with the lack of progress made 
in meeting the ‘people’s de- 
mands. In particular, it was 
critical because of the lag in 
emphasizing consumer goods 
over heavy industry. 

This situation seemed: to of- 
fer an opportunity for the Hun- 
garian people to renew their 
efforts at wringing concessions 
from the regime. In effect, 
these non-Communist Hungar- 
ians already constituted a sort 
of opposition movement. But 
the regime was not so weak 
that they were able to main- 
tain close liaison with one an- 
other—nor did they have a 
press. 

Gap Has Been Filled. 

Since Oct. 1, however, these 
gaps have been filled by the Free 
Europe Committee, which has set 
out to capitalize on the Com- 
munist troubles. 

This privately-financed Amer- 
ican organization has developed 
a new idea in political warfare 
against the Communist satellite 
governments along the Russian 
frontier. 

It floats anti-Communist leaf- 
lets across the frontier in bal- 
loons launched from sites in 
Western Germany and beams a 
spoken-word barrage through the 
Iron Curtain from radio trans- 
mitters in Munich and Lisbon. 

Leaflets are now floating into 
Hungary at the rate of 14,500,- 
000 a month—and they are hav- 
ing an electrifying effect. A simi- 
lar campaign, begun last April, 
is being carried out against 
Czechoslovakia. 

- Documented Report. 

A report has just been pre- 
pared at the New York head- 
quarters of the Free Europe 
Committee on the Hungarian 
campaign. Documented by ex- 
cerpts from angry articles in 
the Hungarian press, reports of 
refugees who have escaped from 
Hungary recently, and the copy 
of a protest note dispatched. to 
the United States Government. by 
the Hungarian Government, it 
makes the point that the cam- 
paign already has had a consid- 
erable success. 

The word “nem” has become 
a household word and is scrawled 
on walls.

It is also the initials 
of the “National Opposition 
Movement’”—which is the name 
of the Free Europe committee 
has given the Hungarian “oppo- 
sition.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. "93-—The 
Census Bureau turns out monthly 
population reports, one of which 
deals with the labor force. 
These reports are the official 
source of statistics for unem- 
ployment, which stood at 2,- 
741,000 in October, 

Behind the cold eolumns of 
figures are some flesh and blood 
stories. 

One of the tables, for ex- 
ample, reveals that Negroes are 
twice as vulnerable to a layoff 
as white workers during a pe- 
riod of less than full employ- 
ment. 

In ‘the latest period to be re- 
ported, non-white unemploy- 
ment totaled 556,000, or 7.7 per 
cent of the total non-white labor 
force of 7,420,000. 

The white civilian labor force 
totaled 57,642,000, and the un- 
employed in this group num- 
bered 2,185,000. The percentage 
of white unemployment was 3.7, 
or less than half that of non- 
white unemployment. 

The “civilian labor force,” in 
these statistics, means the num- 
ber of civilians of both sexes 14 
years or older who are working 
or looking for work. 

The “civilian labor force” {s 
pretty well infiltrated with 
women tsese days. About one of 
every three persons employed 
in non-agricultural industries is 
a woman, The  eares for this 
classification 36,792,000 
men and: 18, 110,000 women at 
work. 

Between ‘the ages of 18 and 
24, about half of the women are 
in the “civilian work force.” 
Then they get married, most 
of them move, and over to the 
statistics about women who keep 
house. 

There are 12,231,000 women 
in the age group hetween 25 
and 34 and only 33.9 per cent of 
them are in the labor force. 

At the age of 35, the women 
are back working, either be- 
cause of a broken home, or be- 
cause of the increased economic 
needs of a growing family.

Nobody 
knew — and respected his an- 
tagonist better than United 
States Ambassador Henry Cabot

press regret as the British did 
briefly. Nor did he go into a 
eulogy like that delivered by 
India’s Krishna Menon. But he 
did pay tribute to Vishinsky’s 
“extraordinary energy and re- 
sourcefulness” and his “forensic 
talent.”

Missouri Knows 

One of the dangers in the wake of the elec 
tion has been that some defeated candidates 
would attempt to overturn results at the polls 
by means of trickery prior to the announce- 
ment of the official returns or through a con- 
trolled recount. 

New York offered such a temptation for in 
a total of more than 5,000,000 votes, Gov.-elect 
Harriman’s lead was at latest report about 
12,000. Yet this was more than 2000 more than 
he was credited with immediately after the elec- 
tion—a fact that may well have cooled off the 
would-be challengers. 

In Ohio, appointed Senator Burke has gained 
more than 2100 votes on Republican Representa- 
tive Bender for the Taft seat with the result that 
the latter’s margin is now down to some 7000. 
The likelihood of a challenge in Oregon has 
disappeared with Senator Cordon’s acknowledg- 
ment, just 20 days after the election, of Rich- 
ard L. Neuberger’s amazing victory by some 
2400 votes. 

* * * 

In New Jersey, in Montana, in Nevada, in 
Wyoming and in not a few other states, races for 
Senator or Governor were close enough to tempt 
political organizations of one party or the other 
to speculate on the possibility of upsetting the 
announced returns. 

Any politician or group of politicians, no mat- 
ter how disappointed by defeat, who even think 
of setting aside the will of the voters can hardly 
realize what a hornets’ nest he would be stir- 
ring up. 

Missouri knows. Just 14 years ago, this state 
elected Republican Forrest C. Donnell its Gov- 
ernor by 3600. It did so in a revulsion at the 
polls against the high-handed conduct of the 
Democratic organization which clearly intended 
to exploit the state departments and regulatory 
agencies regardless of the popular welfare. 

The Democratic bosses were so incensed by 
the returns that they decided to cancel-out the 
people’s work at the polls. With the help of 19 
Democratic legislators from St. Louis, the party 
bosses set out deliberately to steal the gover- 
norship. 

Since the election machinery of the state was 
very largely in Democratic hands, there was no 
chance of overcoming Mr. Donnell’s majority 
by a full and fair recount. The Democratic state 
chairman and his co-conspirators adopted a 
scheme whereby the Democratic Speaker of the 
Missouri House refused to certify the returns 
compiled by the Secretary of State as the Mis- 
souri Constitution required the Speaker to do. 
The Speaker named a partisan canvassing com- 
mittee which had the effrontery to report that 
it “could not ascertain” who had been elected 
Governor! 

* e * 

The result of all this was the worst confusion 
in State Government in Missouri since the 
Civil War. Democratic Gov. Lloyd C. Stark was 
compelled to continue in office for more than 
six weeks beyond his constitutional term. He 
repudiated the steal as did then Congressman 
John J. Cochran and State Senator Michael 
Kinney. Finally the all-Democratic Missouri Su- 
preme Court issued a peremptory order that 
stopped the party’s stealers dead in their tracks. 


The voters hit back hard at the polls. St. Louis 
went Republican for Mayor in 1941. Not a one 
of the 19 St. Louis legislators even stood for 
renomination; of the 105 State Legislators who 
voted for the steal, only 22 were re-elected. 
But one of the three St. Louis State Senators 
who voted for the steal survived. The Republi- 
cans greatly increased their strength in the 
Missouri delegation to.Congress in 1942. 


Any politician in one of the close election 
states who is tempted to engage in monkey 
business with the Nov. 2 returns would be well- 
advised to consult with the Missourl Democrats 
who went through the 1941 fiasco in this state. 
They can tell plenty. And the gist of it is that 
finagling with the will of the voters pays off—

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To Serve the Commuter 

The most important practical effect of Public 
Service Co.'s proposed zone fare plan may bé a 
further increase in traffic congestion. Riders 
crossing the city-cownty line would pay a higher 
fare under the plan. Some are likely to say 
goodbye to Public Service and drive their own 
automobiles downtown. So the vicious circle of 
reduced use of public transit and increased traf- 
fic congestion will be given another whirl. 


If Public Service could improve service—even 
though fares remain at current levels—it might 
be able to attract patrons and reverse the process. 
But the bus and the streetcar are as much a 
captive of the increasing congestion of our 
streets as the private automobile. It might be 
far cheaper to ride a bus, but it is not so con- 
venient nor is it any faster. 

Public transit can never be so convenient as 
the private car, but it can be faster provided it 
stays off the streets. The railroad is the one 
form of public transit that does not suffer from 
the deadly handicap of on-street operation. 

In the hands of alert, energetic management, 
railroad commuter service ought to be able to 
haul passengers from the perimeter of the metro- 
politan area in close to half the time it takes by 
bus or private auto. There are no traffic jams on 
a railroad right of way. How many commuters 
would leave their cars at home and ride the 
train if that kind of service were available? Our 
guess is: Plenty. 


Traffic congestion is a terrible barrier to doing: 


business in downtown St. Louis, as it is in the 
core of any metropolitan area. Railroad commu- 
ter service not only takes the commuters and 
their machines, off the streets, it takes their au- 
tomobiles off downtown parking lots, and that 
makes it easier for the shopper. A prosperous 
downtown, which carries the tax load for St. 
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Louis, is important to everyone in the city. 


‘ The time may be approaching when commuter 


service by rail not only will be economically

‘The War Party’ 

Preventive war uséd to be @ hideous idea, 
which could be mentioned only to be instantly 
rejected. It is now being seriously debated as a 
conceivable United States policy. 

Such is the ominous report of the Post-Dispatch 
military analyst, Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips 
(Ret.). Gen. Phillips states that “certain think- 
ers in the Administration” are arguing that 
since war is inevitable, it should be begun before 
the Soviets reach full strength in atomic weap- 
ons—and begun by the dropping of atomic 
bombs by the United States, which is something 
else Americans used to say would never happen. 

What Gen. Phillips calls “the war party in the 
Administration” is vigorously pressing this point 
of view. He says it has “convinced many top 
officials {n the State Department,” including 
one “very close to the top.” 

It is unnecessary to speculate on the identity 
of these members of the “war party.” The im- 
portant thing is that a “war party” exists. That 
is something for thoughtful Americans to pon- 
der very seriously indeed, 

From all visible indications, President Eisen- 
hower is decidedly not a member of the “war 
party.” Just recently he is said to have vetoed 
proposals to permit Chinese Nationalist bomb- 
ing of the China mainland with American planes 
standing ready to join the attacks if necessary. 
According to reports, three members of the 
Jdint Chiefs of Staff, backed by Secretary of 
State Dulles, favored that strategy which the 
President. turned down. 

On the other hand, no one ought to forget how 
clese the country came to getting into an Asiatic 
war over Indochina last spring. The possibility 
cannot be ignored that we may all wake up some 
morning to find that the “war party” has won 
the argument within the Administration. 

What can the President do to assure the people 
this is not going to happen? We can think of one 
thing. He could make it crystal clear to all his 
military and diplomatic advisers that preventive 
war is not an acceptable or even conceivable pol- 
icy for their consideration. And if the “war 
party” persists in advocating a policy he has 
specifically ruled out, he could dismiss its mem- 
bers from the circle of his advisers. : 

When “certain thinkers in the Administration” 
and “many top officials in the State Department” 
believe that atomic’ warfare initiated by the 
United States is even a thinkable American pol- 
icy, it is time for a strong stand to the contrary.

It is to wonder what Andrei Y. Vishinsky would 
have been had he been born in the United States 
instead of Russia. A rabble-rouser who would 
have outdone our McCarthys? The senior mem- 
ber of a profitable five-name law firm? Or 
president of a Madison Avenue advertising 
agency? 


~ The man had talents running in each of these 


directions; and he was a careerist brimful of 

ambition. The son of a czarist official, he was 

quick to detect a new odor in the Russian air. 

He was in the 1905 revolution as well as that 

of 1917. ‘ 

True, he was of the Mensheviks. They seemed 
the more solid, conservative branch of the revo- 
lutionary predecessor of the present Commu- 
nist party. But when it began to be clear that 
the Bolsheviks would carry the field, he became 
one of the very few of the opposition to be ac- 
cepted into the new orthodoxy, and perhaps the 
only one to reach its higher levels of officialdom. 

His way up was through the law—as law is 
conceived in the U.S.S.R. He was a professor and 
a prosecutor. In both capacities he rendered the 
Kremlin a great service. He whipped dictatorial 
decrees into the semblance of a legal code and 
constitution, required attributes of the modern 
civilized state. And he directed the infamous 
trials of 1936, sending to death all those whom 
the Kremlin feared. 

Both were dirty jobs, and it is difficult to be- 
lieve that Vishinsky did not have the mind to 
know it. But a code was wanted or a condemna- 
tion was wanted. Vishinsky put on the right rec- 
ord and blared away. Perhaps that is why Molo- 
tov brought him into the foreign service, even 
made him foreign minister until he himself re- 
sumed the post when the triumvirate was ar- 
ranged after Stalin’s death. Certainly Vishinsky 
could go to a foreign ministers’ conference and 
put on the right Russian record, no matter how 
incredible or outrageous it might sound. 

‘Was this man a junior-grade Faust who kept 
his bargain with a Red Mephisto? Was he an 
‘#@xample of ambition to be satisfied at any price? 

Or was there a deeper, even a selfless meaning 


‘for him behind all this? Did he believe he was 


a soldier using his own kind of bullets to keep 
the enemy away? Who can say? 

But here certainly is an example of what a 
totalitarian regime can make of a man of tal- 
ents—or force him to make of himself. And 
could there be a better endorsement of demo- 
cratic freedom?

. «This committee, composed of 
three Republicans and three 
Democrats, recommended to the 
Senate that Senator McCarthy 
should be censured. So the Sen- 
ate was called into session after 
the election to act. 

| With the public in a sort of ex- 
hausted state after one of the 
most exciting off-year elections 
in many years, the new McCar- 
‘thy show moved on to the boards 
in an atmosphere of anti-climax. 
‘It seemed to be assumed the 
Senate would do its duty—and 
ldo it promptly; so the public 
generally did not seem greatly 
concerned. 


Crowd Faded Quickly. 


{ But rabid McCarthyites, with 
ithe issue finally drawn, now

To the organized supporters 
outside, it gave time to get sig- 
natures to petitions with which 
they will try to bring pressure 
upon the Senate with the hope 
of frightening enough of the 
members into voting for a com- 
promise on censure being pro- 
moted by the McCarthy clique 
in the Senate. 

The whole atmosphere now is 
conducive to maneuvers to shove 
this problem out of sight some- 
where—either by compromise 
or by delay that eventually 


being dropped. 

It is possible that the Republi- 
can leadership could be misled 
by the hectic activity of the Mc- 
Carthyites and the apathy of 
what apparently is the great ma- 
jority of our people who just 
got tired of Senator McCarthy 
and haved dismissed him. But 
who may be suddenly heard 
from if the Senate doesn’t carry 
out the mission it assumed. 


Danger to Republicans. 


The Administration has an 
important stake in this issue. 
Truckling to the McCarthyites

RATHBONE PRAISED 
“FOR MUSEUM WORK 


Control Board /Head Cites 
Accomplishments of 
Director in Talk. 


of City Art Museum who will 
become director of the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts next 
spring, was praised for his ac- 
complishments last night by Dan- 
iel K. Catlin, president of the 
museum’s board of control.

Speaking at the museum in 
what he termed his “first and 
last lecture” there before taking 
up his new duties, Rathbone said 
he had enjoyed his work here.

- Rathbone said the museum's 
current. Louisiana Purchase 
commemorative exhibition, 
“Westward the Way,” left no 
doubt that seeing the early West 
had been a “tremendous experi- 
ence” for the artists represented. 
He pointed out that St. Louis 
was the “funnel” through which 
all writers and artists had to 
pass on their way to the terri- 


ry. 

Rathbone showed a portion of 
the 224 paintings, drawings and 
prints in the exhibition, which 
was two years in preparation. 
He gave brief biographical 
sketches of the artists. 

“Among these was Anna Maria 
von Phul, who came to St. Louis 
in 1818. “She had the eyes of 
an impressionist,” Rathbone said, 
and painted the same sort of 
scenes they did 50 or 60 years 
later in Paris. He added that 
she might have developed into 
an important painter, but died 
at an early age. 

Commenting on John James 
Audubon, Rathbone said, ‘‘He 
painted the great dramatic bird 
pictures of all time.” Rathbone 
added that the wildlife art in 
the exhibition is among the 
“prime examples of. animal pic- 
tures.” 

Rathbone observed that Franz 
Buchser, a Swiss artist years 
ahead of his American contem- 
poraries, had been so impressed 
with the West that he changed 
his first name to Frank when he 
returned to Switzerland. 

In describing the various 
artists and their works, Rath- 
bone called attention to the con- 
cern of some with details of 
everyday lite and others with 
the power and grandeur of the 
westward movement, and the 
themes reflecting the impact of 
vast herds of buffalo and sweep-

Expected to Live in New 
York With Wife and 
Son — Future Career 
in Doubt.

LEWISBURG, Pa., Nov. 23 
(UP)—Alger Hiss will be awak- 
ened at 6:45 a.m. next Saturday 
by a bugle*call and the blast of 
a whistle outside his cell in the 
federal penitentiary. 

He will wash, shave and dress 
in 15 minutes, make his bed and 
then go to breakfast with the 
other convicts as he has done 
for three years and eight 
months. 

But at 9 a.m. Saturday he will 
walk out the prison gates. He 
will be free, in a sense. 

Hiss apparently intends to 
stick to the position that there 
was no truth to Whittaker 
Chambers’s story that the two 
of them worked in a Communist 
spy ring in the 1930s and that 
he gave Chambers secret State 
Department papers. 

His denial of those two points 
sent him to prison for perjury.

Hiss has been a model prison- 
er at Lewisburg, according to 
Warden Fred Wilkinson. His 
good behavior won him a year 
and four months off his five- 
year term. It also got him a cell 
for himself in the 1400-inmate 
prison. 


He worked here ‘as a store- 
room clerk, doling out clothing, 
checking laundry and other sup- 
plies. He played handball and 
shuffleboard, read a great deal, 
sent the permitted three letters 
a week and received seven. He 
sang in the prison choir, but 
generally stayed aloof from 
other inmates, 

Talk With Warden. 

Last week he had the cus- 
tomary talk with the warden 
about his future life on the 
“outside.” Wilkinson declined to 
discuss it. 

Mrs. Hiss and their son, An- 
thony, 13, have been living 
quietly in the third-floor walk- 
up apartment. The boy has gone 
to a private school, Friends say 
he is bright and well-adjusted 
socially, Mrs. Hiss worked in a 
bookstore, attended Quaker serv- 
ices occasionally and spent a 
few evenings a week with 
friends. 

Chambers is now living at his 
Maryland farm, the place where 
he hid in a hollowed-out pump- 
kin the microfilm that played 
such an important role in con- 
victing Hiss in the second of 
two trials. Chambers has in- 
dicated he intends to say no 
more about the man he accused 
of espionage for the Soviet 
Union. 

How Hiss will make his living 
now is unknown. He has been 
disbarred by the United States 
Supreme Court and by New 
York State. He could be em- 
ployed as an adviser in a law 
firm. That would be a come- 
down indeed for an attorney 
who began as clerk to Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes Jr., and 
who had two Supreme Court 
Justices as character witnesses 
at his trial. 

Pension Revoked. 

Congress has revoked the 
Government pension which Hiss 
would have begun receiving at 
age 62. He cannot Vote, he can 
never hold federal office nor 
can he get a passport to travel 
abroad. 

His brother, Donald, has said 
he presumes Hiss will live in 
New York. Donald says he does 
not think Alger will write a 
book telling his own story, as 
Whittaker Chambers did. The 
brother said he is convinced Al- 
ger is innocent, but doubts 
whether he will ever be able to 
vindicate himself.

I MENTION THIS only because I have again 
foundered in my efforts to become a gourmet.

I have been journeying through Belgium with 
a group of American travel writers, and life has 
been one banquet after another. The food in 
the Ardennes is wonderful at this time of year 
and full of a forest flavor—sweet-tasting venison, 
acorn-ripened wild boar steaks that make ordi- 
nary pork pallid in comparison. 

My first encounter with venison did trouble 
me—for I love the image of a springing deer— 
but I calmed my qualms and manfully downed 
it by telling myself, “In this world everybody's 
after a fast buck.”

AND JUST WHEN I thought I was becoming 
a hardened gourmet at last—well; in they came 
with a grive on my plate. 

What was it? Nobody in our group knew for 
sure, It was a small bird, roasted a lovely brown.

O you wonder what's wrong with the old folks, why 
D they behave as they do? Do you wonder why they are 

sometimes suspicious, fretful, quarrelsome, and seem to 
put the worst possible meaning to your own acts and words? 
Does your father or mother sometimes hurt you deeply be- 
eause of his or her attitude toward you? 

If you know the underlying emotional problems com- 
mon to older people, you can forearm yourself against 
“being hurt. You may also help the older people lead hap- 
pier lives.

gardless of what they say, almost everyone fears becoming 
old and senile, dependent, feeble, sick, a burden, and in 
the case of women, less beautiful. 

It’s upsetting, unnerving. You fight against it but you 
can't help twisting ordinary occurrences into a confirmation 
that you are, indeed, aging. 

(The Conference on Aging held last June at the Har- 
vard School of Public Health brought out clearly that aging 
and sickness are not closely related. Many people grow old 
in years without losing their health and vigor and without 
suffering chronic disease.) 

Another conflict in the case of this 70-year-old business 
man you are supposing yourself to be is a feeling of guilt. 
You are drawing money you aren't earning, Your partners 
are doing most of the work but you get the same share as 
they do. Coupled with this is your freedom to come and go 
as you please. Does that mean they don't need or want you 
around any more? (Of course, they think you have earned 
this freedom and honestly feel they are making things pleas- 
anter for you, but you don’t realize this.) 

’ As a result of this turmoil of ideas and emotions, you 
become nasty and suspicious. You are easily offended. You 
may even say nasty things to your son or one of the other

MRS. FISCHER devotes a 
chapter in “The Art of Eating” 
to odd food snobberies. Her own 
mother shuddered at turnips. 
She was brought up in a part of 
the country where this odorous. 
vegetable was considered itl- 
bred. Yet she ate with great 
relish cornmeal mush and mo- 
lasses which in certain other 
parts of the country at the time 
were looked down upon as 
wrong - side - of-the-tracks fare. 
Mrs. Fischer's Middlewestern 
grandmother on the other hand 
dismissed some unfortunate per- 
son as a vulgar climber by saying 
quietly, “Oh, she is the kind of 
woman who serves artichokes.” 

The same class consciousness, 
the author says, was apparent 
in a small college in Illinois 
where the students whispered 
and drew away from her after 
she had innocently introduced 
a box of avocados from her fa- 
ther’s ranch into a dormitory 
feast. From that night she was 
labeled stuck-up. 

She tells of a Pennsylvania 
girl who put on all sorts of airs 
including a’ broad A but re- 
vealed her real self by confess- 
ing to a love -of weiners and 
sauerkraut. And of a woman, 
traveling in Switzerland, who 
exclaimed rapturously over an 
entrancing - looking platter 
mounded high with purple-red, 
ringed with dark green. When 
she found the purple-red ‘was 
cabbage, however, she was im- 
mediately scornful and snorted, 
“Peasant food!” It turned out 
she’d never even tasted cabbage 
solely because of her conviction 
that it was “common,”

IN THIS CONNECTION, Elea- 
nor Roosevelt, with two fine as- 
sists from Queen Mother Eliza- 
beth, has fractured food dis- 
crimination directed against 
both weiners and red cabbage. 
She served the Queen and her 
late husband, George VI, hot 
dogs when they visited Hyde 
Park in 1939, and in a pre- 
Thanksgiving feast for the 
Queen Mother this year, includ- 
ed red cabbage among the tur- 
key trimmings. 

For a long time I tried to eat 
steak rare because I was assured 
by people whose opinion I val- 
ued that the well-done way I 
like it was an insult to good 
food and the cook. I even used 
to shut my eyes when I speared 
pieces of meat oozing with blood 
and tried to swallow them. Now 
I am quite firm about having 
my steak well-done and my 
green beans boiled a long time 
with side meat, too. 

Looking back I think I got 
over being a food snob simply 
because I became so tired of 
trying to keep up with the 
Joneses by eating things I didn't 
like. I'll try about anything once 
even now but I can’t go the 
whole way with M. F. K. Fischer 
when she suggests in the in- 
terests of food adventures: “Tint 
your potatoes blue or rose or 
green.” Much as I'd like to be 
adventurous, I feel sure that 
rose-colored potatoes would def- 
initely make me reach for the 
bicarbonate.

The Machine Age

UR children were born into a society that moves on 

machinery. The household, the work world, the pleas- 

ure fields, travel, war, all are based on mechanics of 
one sort or another. It is plain under this condition that 
our boys and girls should be taught about the construction, 
the working and the use of the machines they will be called 
upon to use in their daily lives. 

Science is becoming basic to our wiy of life. It enters 
into the working of the household, into its health plans, into 
its food, into every part of daily living. This knowledge has 
become vital to the everyday life of this generation yet we 
are doing very little in our schools to bring it to the atten- 
tion of parents and children. , 

x * * 

OUR HOUSES, for example, are filled with machines 
and plumbing that require knowledge of their construction 
and ways of action. There are oil burners, tanks, faucets, 
electric power for the refrigerators and the pumps. Out- 
side there are cars and tractors and mowers—all requiring 
knowledge and skill for their safe and efficient use. How 
many owners of such machines know how to care for them 
adequately and repair them? There are some car owners who 
eannot change a tire; some house owners who cannot take 
care of a dripping faucet. Most of us are helpless when 
a machine or a bit of ordinary household equipment gets 
out of order. 

It is too late for.us of the bygone generation into whose 
lives these miraculous machines entered so lately, but 
surely we can teach our school childrem the basic facts 
concerning their construction ‘and use. Boys and girls can 
be taught to put a washer on a faucet. They can learn how 
an oil burner is built and so know what to tell the repair- 
men to bring with them. They can learn about the mechan- 
ism of an engine and about the way their cars are built. 
They can be taught to respect the power of an engine and 
the power in an electric current so that they will avoid mis- 
use of them,

their cars and how to drive them safely. In most of them 
this subject is elective. I would make it obligatory for all 
high school students. ; 

Any intelligent young person can learn the basic facts 
about an auto and its use.

Problems of Survival on the Ocean 


Willis Discusses His Food Supply, Mistakes and Mishaps—How He Overcame Solitude 


This is the ninth and last in 
a series of articles by William 
Willis, 61-year-old American, 
who sailed alone on a raft 6400 
miles across the Pacific from 
Peru te Pago Pago. 


By William Willis: 


Y decision to cross the Pa- 

cific alone under primitive 

conditions was made several 
years ago. I was aboard a collier 
bound from Norfolk to New 
York, and a number of us sea- 
men talked about the problem 
of survival at sea. 

In that shipboard conversa- 
tion, we considered with some 
slight degree of apprehension 
the way a new war, with its 
superweapons, would sink many 
ships and cast men adrift on 
the open ocean. How could a 
man survive for any great length 
of time—or could he at all? It 
was a question for which none 
of us had any satisfactory 
answer, 


While I prepared to begin the 
long trip home from Tutuila, in 
the Samoan islands, to New 
York, where my wife was wait- 
ing, I had time to reflect on this 
question again. My main pur- 
pose, in building the “Seven Lit- 
tle Sisters” and sailing out into 
the Pacific, as I have explained, 
was to go against the most prim- 
itive conditions I could find. 
Perhaps, I reasoned, I might be 
able to throw a little light on 
the question that had troubled 
us on the éollier. There might 
bé something in my experience 
which would be of value to other 
men who sail on the oceans or 
fly over them—constantly risk- 
ing disasters that might leave 
them alone with the sea. 

So that this will not be mis- 
understood, I must stress that I 


sailed neither as a scientist, nor — 


specialist, nor adventurer. It 
has always been my makeup to 
live as close to nature as I 
could, and on my balsa raft I 
thought I would be closer than 
ever before. And so, as I swept 
north with the Humboldt Cur- 
rent, then west past the Gala- 
pagos and Marquesas islands and 
southwest to Flint island and 
finally to the Samoas, science 
and research were not my occu- 
pations. 

But still, I was alone, and my 
daily routine was difficult. The 
question of survival had to be 
answered each day. Even in the 
selection of my foods I had 
sought to make my life aboard 
the raft as near to the primitive 
as possible. And over such a 
broad expanse of the Pacific, 
many problems naturally kept 
— little or no warn- 

g. 

There were heavy seas and 
storms that battered my raft; in- 
jury and illness that left me 
helpless, relying utterly on the 
“Seven Little Sisters” to sail 
alone. The worst hours I expe- 
rienced were while I lay on deck 
suffering from a solar plexus 
pain. A doctor told me after 
preliminary examinations a few 
days ago that it might have been 
acute ulcer, or a spasm. Such a 
sudden attack might come to 
anyone, and if he is alone it 
can be frightening. I should 
have carried morphine, but I 
had none, | 

I made other mistakes which 
made the survival problem acute. 
As the result of one error, I 
lost most of my water supply 
early in the voyage, and later I 
suffered a bad fall because my 
ladder was made of rope instead 
of cable, as it should have been. 
Because I had no line trailing 
over the stern as a.safety pre- 
caution, I had to pull myself 
back along a fishline when I 
fell overboard while hauling in 
a shark. 


* * * 
ND then there were prob- 


lems that arose despite the 
most careful preparations: My 


early in the voyage, meaning I 


- had to eat my fish and drink 


my 
coffee cold; I found I could not 
© contact with shore. 
Finally, for many hundreds of 
miles the sea refused to yield

could predict, I had to consider 
that I might meet storms far 
more severe than the worst blow 
I did encounter, a 50-mile-an- 
hour gale. I was within a hurri- 
cane area, with the season for 
the big blows coming on. My 
masts and bowsprit might be 
broken; the cabin could be 
washed off, and even the deck 
stripped by high seas. I had to 
consider that my canoe — my 
“lifeboat”"—might be torn loose 
or smashed early in such a blow. 

In the event of such disaster, 


I planned to lash myself to the 


raft’s large bottom logs and try 
to survive in the spray and seas. 
True, I would be adrift. But by 
devoting all my energy to sal- 
vaging a little food and water 
I felt sure I would be able to 
keep alive and drift for a long 
time, with some little hope of 
reaching an island. For this 
reason, I told my wife, before 
the Peruvian minesweeper San 
Martin towed me out from Cal- 
lao, that she should not give up 
hope, even if years passed and 
I were given up for lost by the 
world. 


I had chosen my foods with 
the idea particularly in mind 
that I was testing my ability to 
survive on the open ocean. My 
experience with the selection I 
made may be of some interest, 
for while I lost some weight I 
was able to handle the almost 
incessant work the raft demand- 
ed of me. 

~*~ * * 


ACH morning I ate two table- 
F. spoons of canihua, the cereal 

that grows only at high alti- 
tudes and which is used by An- 
dean Indians. I mixed it with 
enough water to make a thick 
paste. Gradually increasing the 
amounts as my stomach got used 
to canihua’s concentrated food 
value, I also ate it at noon, in 
the evening and during the 
night whenever I felt hungry. 
It tastes much like flour. I car- 


_ffied 50 pounds of it. 


I also carried 50 pounds of 
barley flour, which I sometimes 
used in’ place of the canihua, 
And I had 50 pounds of chan- 
caca, an unrefined sugar used 
by the South American Indians. 
Looking like black paste and 
tasting like candy, chancaca was 
kept always handy in a jar. It 
gave me energy whenever I 
needed it, and I ate a quarter 
of a pound or more whenever I 
felt the need. 


Finally, I ate fish—except, of 
course, during the long spells 
when the sea seemed to be emp- 
ty of life. When my stoves 
failed, I marinated the raw meat 
with a little lemon juice and on 
several occasions, a little rum. 
By the time my supply of these 
flavorings was exhausted, I was 
— to eating the raw 

esh. 


I found these foods satisfac- 
tory. I ate only when I was 
hungry—and I believe this is 
important, for otherwise such a 
concentrated, high-energy diet 
‘might have defied digestion. 
But even though I had a good 
deal of the foods left when I 
landed, I did not suffer hunger. 
My strength was sustained. I 
think I could have gone on, with 
this diet, for a much longer 
time. 

Nor did I suffer the pangs 
of thirst, even when my fresh- 
water ration was reduced to 
about a cup a day after my 
water cans leaked. I knew I 
would have to rely on salt water 
to eke out the fresh for a

The salt 
water, I told myself firmly, 
would taste good and bring only 
beneficial effects.

alone for four 4 
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civilization; the next time he 
is alone holds him 
in the hollow of her hand—one 
twist of a wave, and he 
is submerged. such a situa- 


ica, with whom I talked before 
beginning my voyage, my being 
alone for such a long time 
seemed the most dangerous 
prospect of all. Tossing on the 
seas, with no one to see or 
speak to—the very idea seemed 
to frighten them. 


But my «solitary journey 
passed, as the journey of any 
man facing the survival prob- 
lem must pass. How did I 
stand it? Didn't it bother me? 
I have been asked these ques- 
tions many times. 


I have been able to find two 
answers. First, I have always 
found a great deal of pleasure 
in being alone with nature, 
The prospect did not worry me, 
and it did not trouble me se- 
verely. 

Second, there were times 
when, as I reflect it, it seems 
the solitude did begin to press 
down on me—to overwhelm me. 
At such times, I did a particular 
thing. It was not that I felt 
a problem emerging, against 
which I would make a defense. 
It seems to have been more at 
the subconscious level. But it 
worked, 


When there was loneliness, I 
simply started singing. Many a 
night I sang every song I knew, 
and loudly. This wag an unfail- 
ing tonic. I found it could pro- 
duce, almost immediately, a 
feeling of well-being, and, if 
such a thing is possible, a sense 
of communion with nature and 
whatever we associate with na- 
ture in the way of the sublime 
and divine. 


My return to New York from 
American Samoa by air took 
less than a week. The docks of 
Pago Pago harbor were crowded 
as the boat that would take me 
to Apia, on British Samoa, ap- 
proached. 


I shook hands with the Gov- 
ernor and his wife, unable to 
express my thanks for their 
kindness except to say, “I have 
found a home with you.” My 
eyes were on the raft, still lying 
just where I had left it, as the 
boat, an inter-island vessel, 
pulled away. We arrived at Apia 
in the middle of the night, and 
I had to rush to make the plane 
that would take me on to Suva. 
There I caught a Clipper to Hon- 
olulu. After only four hours, 
it was on to San Francisco, and 
the same evening, to New York. 
I left Pago Pago Oct. 20 and 
landed in New York on the 
morning of Oct. 24. 

This was a little faster pace 
than the one at which the “Sev- 
en Little Sisters” traveled. 

Teddy, my wife, was waiting 
at the New York airport. It was 
a moment of tremendous happi- 
ness. I'd last seen her four 
months before, on June 22, as I 
prepared tu go to sea from 
Callao. She had kept faith in 
my journey, and her faith had 
never wavered. 
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radio operators in the area where 
I was sailing be notified. The 
league responded to her request, 
sending copies of Teddy’s let- 
ter to radio amateurs in Hono- 
lulu, Tahiti, Rarotonga and Pit- 
cairn island, 


While approaching the main 
Samoan island of Tutuila, I ra- 
dioed a request that a boat be 
sent to show me the way through 
the reef. I'd sent the request 
many times before, but my mes- 
sages had not been received. I 
had no reason to expect that this 
one would find a listener. 


But on the British island of 
Rarotonga, 650 miles to the 
southeast, a “ham” named Doug 
Cunnold was listening. He was 
at his set because a copy of my 
wife’s letter had reached still 
another Rarotonga radio opera- 
tor named Doug Berry, who had 
notified Cunnold to be alert for 
a message from me. It was 
through Cunnold’s efforts that 
the information was passed 
along to Pago Pago. 

Gov. Lowe sent a ship to 
search for me and bring me 
safely to land: my wife's faith 
had achieved long-range results. 

For the future I am planning 
to do spme more writing and 
have an operation for the injury 
I suffered in Ecuador. 

My successful return to New 
York has brought an unexpected 
problem. Meekie, a cat which 
could cross the Pacific without 
once losing her dignity, has 
turned out to be frightened to 
death of dogs and cars. But 
she’s boss of our household, and 
in time I hope she will become 
a seasoned city dweller. Perhaps 
she needs timé to recover from 
the long trip home. Gov. Lowe's 
wife gave me a native basket as 
a cat-carrying case and every- 
where we landed Meekie became 
the center of interest. The 
crowded return journey must 
have been quite a strain for a 
10-month-old cat which had 
spent four months of her life 
alone on a raft with a man and 


a@ parrot. 
Now that it is all over, and 
some of the impressions are be- 


ginning to fade, I sometimes | 


ask myself in the night's stillest 
moments why I built the raft 
and made the voyage. I am 
asked this almost daily. To me 
the answer is not hard to find. 

Let me say again what I have 
tried to make clear before. It 
was not a stunt—or an adven- 


ture either. Unlike the great 
Kon-Tiki expedition, I wanted 
to prove no theory. Nor did I 
wish to discover or set up a 
formula for others to follow. 
ee ee 
LL my life I have stuck close

in nature. I felt I could count 
on nature and the voyage alone 
across the Pacific was a test of 
myself, and my philosophy. This 
of course means faith, and my 
voyage was a test of faith. It 
was purely a personal affair. 

Life on the “Seven Little Sis- 
ters” was unpredictable. Mo- 
ment to moment, battling wind 
and seas and calms and other 
problems, I found many sud- 
den changes. Some of these 
moments brought hardships and 
others pleasure in the beauty I 
found around me. Which 
emerges clearest, now that it is 
in the past? 

At moments of greatest calm, 
when reflections emerge of 
their own accord, I recollect 
most clearly the hours I sailed 
—alone in all the world—under 
the most beautiful canopy of 
stars I have ever seen.
